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member to said otiier sheet is not absorbed by the first supper absorbent sheet wherein 
at least part of the by pass channel member is a non-woven sheet with air gaps therein 
for moving the liquid and the non woven sheet being positioned as recited in claim 1 in 
combination with all the other limitations in claim 1 . The examiner is relying on the 
applicant's arguments filed November 21 , 2008.
